NEW YORK ‘HP—Eugene Dennis 
and John Gates have consolidated 
their control of the U. S. Com­ 
munist party by squeezing William

high command that will guide the 
waning fortunes of American Com 
munism until 1959. 
Foster, whose 23-year policy of 
following Moscow uncritically was 
discredited at the Communist na­ 
tional convention in January, had 
been elected to the high command, 
an tl-m an temporary administra­ 
tive committee, at the same con­ 
vention. 
Today the party revealed that 
a permanent committee of seven 
"secretaries'' had been set up and 
Foster had been dropped. 


BOTH DENNIS, form er general 
secietary of the party, and Gates, 
editor of the Daily Worker, were 
Rsted in the party announcement 
as holding the two most important 
terrelaryships on tha adm inistra­ 
tive committee. 


The only voice left to Foster Is 
his membership in the 64-mcmber 
Communist 
National 
Committee, 
> hich is predominately 
pro-Den­ 
nis. 
Dennis, who was bom Francis 
X. Waldron in Seattle in i904. has 
been outspoken in his stand that 
American 
Communist 
must

free to m ake their own interpre­ 
tations on basic principies in the 
light of American conditions, and 
not by edict from the Kremlin. 


GATES. WHO WAS born Israel 
Hage- strich in New York in 1913,

SURPRISE INFORMATION 
REVEALED FOR TAXPAYERS 
(Hemet News) 


An economy drive, currently preval­ 
ent in a num ber of countrica, has turn­ 
ed up Indirectly aome Interesting facta 
about a netw ork of slate employees— 
the county agricultural extension ag­ 
enta. 
The Tuolum ne county hoard of super­ 
visors, in an effort to get a b etter per­ 
spective of salaries of officials, instruct­ 
ed its clerk, when preparing the next 
budget, to list all county officials and 
th e salaries they received. The survey, 
for purposes of comparison, w as to In­ 
clude 
those 
officials whose 
salaries 
were paid ih part or in full by agencies 
o ther than the county. 
All went well with the survey until 
the extension agent was approached. 
He explained th a t his salary w as paid 
by the extension service, through the 
U niversity of California, and, according 
to the town's newspaper, the Sonora 
U nion-Democrat, refused to disclose his 
salary. 
, 
- 
The next move was up to the county 
and the district attorney was called In. 
H e contacted extension service head­ 
q u arters in Berkeley and reportedly ran 
into a tem porary stone wall of secrecy. 
However, as district attorneys have a 
w »y of doing, he finally got his infor­ 
m ation. 
It's easy to imagine the supervisors* 
surprise when they learned that the sal­ 
ary of the farm advisor in Tuolum ne 
county was $10,090 a year—the highest 
paid to any official In the county other 
th an the superior Judge. 
P rio r to the recent session of the leg­ 
islature, when some possible slight sal­ 
ary increases m ight have been granted 
to Tuolum ne officials, the salary pic­ 
ture for elected officials was as follows: 
county superintendent of schools, $6300; 
supervisors, 
$4200; 
district attorney, 
$5400, a n j auditor, $3520. 
T hus the farm advisor's salary. If not 
out of line in general, certainly appears 
to be on the top-hnavy side, when com­ 
pared w ith salaries of other officials in 
th e 
county who presumably handle 
about the sam e type of workload, ac­ 
cording tu population, as does the farm 
advisor.

INEZ ROBB: 


Oldest Capital 


MEXICO CITY - This fascin­ 
ating city ia undoubtedly the old­ 
est capital on the continent, if not 
the hemisphere. It was the capital 
of one great Indian civilization 
after another, including that of the 
Aztecs whose conquest by Hern­ 
ando Cortez and a handful of 
Spaniards in 15Í9-21 is one of the 
most extraordinary pages in all 
history. 
But the Spanish conquistadors 
who built their capital on the site 
of the Aztec capitM were better 
fighters than builders. They ne­ 
glected to fill in adequately the 
Aztec canals and to drain the 
swanfpy island, in the center of 
w hat was once a large lake, on 
which the Indians had located 
their chief city. 
Now. more than 400 years after 
the defeat of the great Aztec Em ­ 
pire, the Aztecs are having their 
revenge. Many of Mexico City's 
splendid architectural treasures, 
such as the tremendous Metropol 
itan Cathedral and the National 
Palace of Fine Arts, are slowly 
sinking into ihe earth. 
P art ol the facade of the cathe­ 
dral. whose size is# exceeded only 
by St. Peter's in *Rome and St. 
Pauls' in London, visibly leans to 
windward. 
Once both the cathedral and Ihe 
glistening Palace of Fine Arts, 
built of white Italian marble, were 
approached by impressive flights 
of steps. But the steps have long 
since sunk from sight and the two 
vast buildings are entered from 
street level or slightly below. 
Probably no other capital has 
such a large and active sinking 
hind, and for good cause. The city 
lathers are doing everything pos­ 
sible to keep their architectural 
treasures from disappearing into 
the earth, while the city's modern 
architects are employing the most 
ingenious means, including great 
hydraulic springs, to support the 
city's new skyscrapers. 
Two of Mexico City's oldest In­ 
stitutions have managed, some­ 
how. to slay on top. One Is the 
National Pawn Shop, started in 
the 17th Century by the colonial 
government and still going strong 
today under independent govern­ 
ment direction. 
Housed in a large and discreet 
eld building across from the side 


entrance to the cathedral, it is 
marked by nothing as obvious as 
three golden balls. But every cit­ 
izen knows its location, and one 
was kind enough to tell me how 
to finance the purchase of a new 
car through the pawn shop's min­ 
istrations. However, the financial 
gyrations were so heady, I hesi­ 
tate to repeat them. 
Boiled down, the system is to 
make a down payment on a car, 
drne it around to the government 
pawn shop and there "paw n" it 
for enough to make the succeed­ 
ing payments — without losing 
use or possession of the car. It 
sounds just dandy, rather like n 
Rent It and Drive lt-Yourself 
a t 
federal expense. 
I suppose I ought to keep my 
big typewriter shut, test some 
U.S. congressman latch onto this 
system, transfer it north of the 
border as a vote catcher and pass 
along the costs to John Q Tax­ 
payer. 
The other momument that has 
so far resisted time and tide ap­ 
pears to be the first swimming 
pool ever built on this continent. 
It is billed, in tourist literature, 
as the bathtub of Montezuma, the 
Aztec emperor. But it looks more 
like a smallish swimming pool 
hewn out of the earth and lined 
with big gray stones. 
The "tub," protected by a high 
iron fence, can be seen in Chapul- 
tepec Park. This is a sort of "sic 
tem per" note; gone are the pal­ 
aces and temples of Montezuma 
but the plumbing remains.

On Americans 


SAN FRANCISCO W — Cana­ 
dians "sold" United States on the 
game of hockey — and next month 
some ambitious young men from 
Vancouver. B. C. set out to sell 
Ihe Canadian game of 12-m a n 
football to Americans. 
The Grey Cup champion Edmon­ 
ton Eskimoes and the Vancouver 
Lions of the Canadian League will 
play Canadian football in Port­ 
land. Ore . next Friday; and in 
San Francisco Aug. 11. 


THI5 IS ONE of the few times 
the Canadian brand of the game 
ever has been put on display in 
this country — although a couple 
of years ago the Eastern Canadian 
games were telecast on a U. S. 
network. 
The 
Canadians 
firmly 
believe 
that their brand of Ihe gam e is 
far superior to that of the U-man 
American style. It is faster, more 
wide-open, there’s more room to 
maneuver on the big field, they 
claim. 


DICK D1ESPECKER of the Li­ 
ons advances the o p i n i o n that 
Americans will like the gam e more 
than their own once they get the 
hang of it. 
"For instance, 
there are five 
men in fhe backfield. and all five 
can be in motion at once without 
penalty,” he says. "And most of 
the time all are in motion before 
tbe ball is snapped. 


"THEN. THERE Is no s u c h 
thing as a 'fair catch' on a punt 
or kick-off in the Canadian game. 
The would-be 
tacklers 
have 
to 
stay five yards away from the 
receiver until he catches the ball 
— then the receiver m ust try to 
run with it." 
The field for the Canadian game 
is 15 yards wider, 10 yards longer 
and has 25-yard end zones, com­ 
pared with the 10-yard end zone 
for the American game.
